number of persons should have met 
together, eager t<i letlify their tympathy 
with the sufTeritigt of their distressed 
felloli -tuhjecta. The r Iiii:,.tf also, *0 

far a* ihey went, were creditable tu the 
good aente of those who had planned Ihe 
outline of the day's business , whiltl the 
cordial and unanimout spirit in which the 
discussion watcarriedon and the resolutions 
adopted, wax crrditabie to the whole atsera - 
bly We have qualified our praise of the 
resolutions, because we think" they scarcely 
went far enough. The kindueit of heart 
by which the Meeting, in common with 
the citiiena al large, *u doubtless ac- 
tuated, would have been more completely 
and honourably displayed had a resolution 
been patted to the effect, (hat in consi- 
deration of the severe hardship* to which 
many of our fellow-Britoai In New Zea- 
land had been driven by the sudden 
destruction of their property, it wat ex- 
pedient that a public lUDKription should 
be entered into for their relief. This 
omission may be accounted for by the 
hasty manner in which the Meeting had 
necessarily been called . and cannoi for a 
moment be attributed to any want of 
pnerosity, But it it not even yet too 
late lu repair the inadvertence. A good 
example ha* been set by the Church of 
Kngland, the whole nf whose congrega- 
tiuiia] collection* on Sunday last were set 
apart for thit humane turrpote. We trust 
those whu took the lead in thr public 
Meeting will do themtelvei ihe further 
credit of setting on fool a general sub- 
scription. 

We are glad to find that the aulhuritirs 
of this colony are endeavouring to atone, 
by zeal and promptitude on the preienl 
occasion, fur their former tam eatable re- 
nuuitest. We mentioned in our Shipping 
Intelligence of yesletday, that two vessels 
had been chartered for the immediate 
conveyance of troops, one with fifty sol- 
diers for Auckland, and the other with 
two hundred: for Port Nicholson and 
Nelson. Betide* these veuelt, it wat 
stated by one uf the speakers at the 
meeting, on thr authority of the Colo- 
m.u Si;, ni.-rr.nv. that the Government 
were then in treaty for two steamer*, to 
be despatched without delay. The Go- 
vernment would thus appear to have an- 
ticipated both the measure! recommended 
by the meeting.
